Cobourg, Ont., Sep 6—For two or three startling moments yesterday 
afternoon it seemed probable that the great Lauricr demonstration here 
might end in a tragedy. Sir Wilfrid's address was over, and he had just 
risen to acknowledge the enthusiasm with which it had been greeted, when 
there was an ominous crack, followed immediately by a second shout 
from the crowd, and the centre of the temporary platform on which the 
premier stood collapsed. It was thronged with humanity at the time and 
there Was a precipitate scramble which threatened further disaster. A 
couple of officers, with presence of mind, however, stayed = an incipient 
stampede and the hundred odd occupants were conducted down from the 
ten foot elevation one by one. Finally only the cHairman, the premier and 
Hon. George P Graham remained standing at the extreme edge, sup- 
ported by the corner wooden upright

Premier Hazen Also Bears Witness. 


The speech from the throne opening the session of 1891, prepared by 
SIR JOHN MACDONALD'S government, said that there would be negotia- 
tions for reciprocity in October, In the which followed MR, 
HAZEN, now Conservative premier of New Brunswick, said;— 

"The relations and the interests of the people of the two countries 
which compose the northern part of this continent are, in a commerciai 
way, in a socia! way, and ina friendly way, closely lwmterweven in many 
respecis; and I believe that if a fair reciprocity treaty can be effected 
along the lines of the old treaty of 1854, tt will be of considerable benefit 
to both countries, and that it will meet with favor from all parties in the 
Dominion of Canada.” ‘ 

SIR JOHN MACDONALD, premier, in the ccurse of the debate, sald:— 

“We knew that a door had been opened for a friendly series of com- 
munications with the American government on that subject (reciprocity), 
and that, for the first time in many years, we would have an opportunity 
of discussing ‘he various questicns—not only trade questions, but the 
various other questions which disturb the harmony between the United 
States and Canada. So long ago as November last we had the first inti- 
mation, and upon that, trying to cpen communications, and knowing that 
all those communications would be fruitless if held in the last days of the 
parliament, we took the course of appealing to the peaple, and the peo 
ple responded to our appeal.” 


And Lastly, There Is the Word of Mr. Foster. 


HON, GEORGE E, FOSTER, minister of finance, speaking on the same 
occasion, made thia very emphatic declaration; — 

“The position of the government is comsistent throughout. My hon- 
orable friend may go back in the history of trade negotiations with the 
United States from earliest times, and he will find that the poticy of the 
Liberal-Conservative party has been entirely consistent. There bas been no 
period when the Conservative government has not been in favor of a fair 
and cquitable reciprocity treaty, such, for instance, as we believe the 
treaty of 1854 to have been, We stand, still, on that platform.”

Comemncement of New and 
Complete System of 
Drainage.

Appropriate ceremony will mark the 
beginning of work on the main trunk 
sewer, which the city is butiding, and 
for which William Manders has the 
contract, When at 11 o'clock tomorrow 
morning Mayor G. 8. Armstrang, in 
the presence of city officials and as 
many of the public as desire to be 
there, will lay the first invert con- 
crete block at a. point near the Sas- 
katchewan river and only g short dis- 
tance in the rear of the Edmonton 
penitentiary. The ceremor™ is to be 
considered the caammencement of a 
tomplete system of drainage and 
sewerage for Edmonton, to be follow- 
ed year by yeur upon the lines already 
laid down, 

The present system of sewerage for 


Edmonton district, has been gradually ; 


evolved to meet the needs, first cf a 
few scattered houses, and in the last 
five years the rapid development of a 
large municipality, A main trunk 
sewer has been construéted from Rat 
Creek along the south side of Nor- 
wood Boulevard, First street, Church- 
il! avenue, Ninth street, McKenzie 
avenue ,and terminating at the E.Y. 
and P, railway track on Stony Plain 
road, 

Many miles cf branch sewers hayo 
been put in, With the exception ot 
Ross Flats and Fraser Flats, which 
are separate drainage areas, all these 
branches have been connected wih 
the main trunk system, which dis- 
charges into Rat Creek at a point ad 
Joining the incinerator buildings, and 
nearly opposite Martin street. From 
this point the sewage travels down the 
creek and discharges into the Saskat- 
chewan river in close proximity to the 
Standard ccal mine, 

Need of Better Sewer Sj stem- 

Vor some years it has been evident 
that a comprehensive scheme taking 
in all future possibilities and develop- 
ments and providing for the disposal 
of the sewage in a sanitary and effi- 
cient manner, was greatly needed, 
The fullest possible data has been 
collected covering a period of three 
years in order that when the time was 
ripe for a ccenplete scheme it might 
be approached scientifically, Under 
instructions of the city council, City 
Engineer Latorne!l on March 14, 1910, 
notified Alexander Potter that his ser- 
vices as consulting engineet were de- 
sired by them in preparing a complete 
scheme of sewerage and water supply 
for Edmonton, After studying the 
whole situation cver with the city ea- 
gineer, Mr, Potter recommended th? 
division of Edmonton into, drainage 
districts, which were deseribed at 
leimtth in his report to the council on 
Octeber 10,-1910. These districts. ia- 
cluded the original sewer area, taking 
in that part of the city already sewer- 
ed upon the combined system, 

The 10 foot 6 inch diameter circular 
sewer, of which Mayor Armstrong is 
to lay the first block, is designed t» 
take this area, as well as practicliy 
the entire system yet to be construct- 
ed, not including, however, the vari- 
ous river flats and the Bellevue dis- 
tricts ,which have systems of thes 
own, 

To Dispose of Sewage. 

At the mouth of the trunk sewer a 
weir or storm water overflow will be 
constructed to separate the sto7m 
water from the sewage. This will u¢ 
carried by a cast iron syphen across 
the Saskatchewan river to an area of 
fifty acres in extent where the sewage 


will be treated and purified befn 
discharging is cir tfttaaee ETAOIND. 


diseharging its clear effluent inta the 
river. The maximum flood discharte 
from the sewer will be 78,000 cub’e 
feet per minute or 478,000 gallons 
The sewer is on a 0.6 grade to a point 
about 200 feet from the river bank 
A rectangular conduit starts from th - 
point and carries the thood dischary - 
out into the river, 

The trunk sewer is te be 
ed of a ring of concrete’ blocks, % 
inches thick and 18 inches long, made 
in proportion of 1 vart Portland ce- 
ment, 2 parts sand .hid 3 parts gravel, 
Which are manufactured at Clovelt 
Var by the contractor, SKehind thes» 
blocks is a backing about 4 inches 
thick, 1 part Portlaad cement, 3 parts 
sand and 6 parts gravel. The cen- 
crete in the sewer is also strengthene 1 
by steel bands against both ‘intern « 
and external pressure ,and longitudin

EDMONTON MARKETS. 


Edmonton, Sept. 2.—vontinued re- 
duction tn the prices of vegetables are 
the sole feature to the local market. 
For the first time this summer, they 
have been actually plentiful, conse- 
quently one dealer expressed it that 
“if the farmer could not sell them, he 
gave them away.” 

At the Kice street market carrots, 
cabbage and cauliflower almost monw- 
polize the field and although the ap- 
petite of Mdmonton in the agmregaie 
is nothing small, the oversupply has 
brought reduction. It is not uncom- 
mon to see cabbage sold for 6 cents a 
head; cauliflower is never above fit- 
teen. Potatoes have now reached 46c 
ie the supply is slackening percept-

Hay remains at almost the same old 
figure, although a few gales at lower 
prices have been reported. The great 
difficuity in cutting seems to have 
offset the advantage of a bumper crop 
Many are attempting to get their hay 
up before harvest starts, which may 
delay the harvest.
